GSIxfERilL  CHi-.Ri\CTEP.ISTICS  OF  TE'5  DISTRICT 


The  District  covers  an  area  of  82,055  acres,  axDproximately  129  square  miles, 
comprising  28  parishes,  vrith  a  population  of  26,760,  The  District  comx)rises 
the  parishes  of  the  lower  Test  Valley  and  those  bordering  on  the  Wiltshire  border. 

It  is  bounded  in  the  South  by  the  Southampton  City  area  and  the  New  Forest,  and  in 
the  North  by  Andover  Rural  District, 

The  geological  formation  of  the  District  is  mainly  chalk,  overlaid  in  places 
with  beds  of  clay,  gravel  and  sand. 

Development  of  the  Southern  parishes  continues,  including  the  not  inconsiderable 
Local  Authority  Housing  projects  at  ¥ellow  and  North  Baddesley,  The  remainder  of 
the  District  remains  very  much  the  same  with  large  open  tracts  of  land  interspersed 
with  small  villages  and  hamlets.  There  is  a  scattering  of  light  industry  but  on 
the  whole,  in  keeping  with  age-old  rural  tradition,  changes  come  slowly  and, 
therefore,  less  noticeably. 

The  needs  of  holiday  through  traffic  are  also  slowly  becoming  accepted,  and  in 
the  provision  of  public  conveniences  at  Stockbridge  a  grea<t  need  has  been  met. 

Similar  provision  on  the  A27/31  now  seems  to  be  appropriate. 


GENERAL  REMARKS 

The  population  of  the  area  has  nov/  reached  26,760,  having  increased  an  estimated 
20C,  The  birth  rate  was  slightly  lower,  being  14,7  as  compa,red  with  14,9  in  1971* 

The  national  birth  rate  for  England  and  ¥ales  v/as  14,8*  The  infantile  mortality 
rate  was  15,  and  the  national  rate  for  England  a,nd  Nales  "VTas  17,0,  The  number  of 
deaths  (236)  was  17  more  than  in  1971,  the  death  rate  being  8,8  and,  after  application 
of  the  comparability  factor,  9,5,  The  national  rate  for  1972  was  12,1,

PUBLIC  CLIAI^SING 

Domestic  and  Trade  Collections  : 

During  the  year  refuse  collection  rounds  in  the  Parishes  of  North  Baddesley, 
Nxirsling  and  Rovmhams,  liichelmersh  and  Braishfield  were  re-cast  in  order  to  complete 
the  conversion  of  the  District  from  kerbside  to  back  door  collection* 


Towards  the  end  of  the  year  it  was  becoming  apparent  that  the  areas  of 
development  in  the  Southern  Parishes  were  causing  difficulties  in  the  maintenance 
of  certain  rounds  and  some  amendments  were  necessary  on  a  temporary  basis  to  overcome 
these  problems. 
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Domestic  and  Trade  Collections  (Contd.) 


In  order  to  assess  the  general  reaction  from  the  public  to  the  back  door 
collection  and  their  views  on  the  introduction  of  a  paper  sack  collection,  180 
questionaires  were  sent  out  to  a  representative  sample  of  the  residents  of  the 
District  during  the  latter  part  of  the  year. 

In  the  main,  the  general  opinion  was  favourable  to  the  present  system,  although 
the  views  on  the  possibility  of  a  sack  system  of  collection  met  with  less  enthusiasm. 
The  Council  decided  to  seek  the  opinion  of  the  Parish  Councils  and  as  a  result  of  a 
majority  view  against  the  introduction  of  a  sack  system  the  scheme  'i^s  not  proceeded 
with. 

In  addition  to  the  normal  collections  a  number  of  the  larger  catering 
establishments  are  provided  with  a  twice  weekly  collection,  and  special  arrangements 
are  made  for  the  collection  and  disposal  of  refuse  following  functions  such  as  Scout 
Camps  and  particularly  the  Romsey  Show* 


Litter  ; 

The  free  collection  service  provided  by  the  Authority  for  household  bulky 
rubbish  was  again  well  used,  and  despite  limited  staff  and  the  necessity  to  hire  a 
vehicle  on  each  occasion,  305  special  collections  were  undertaken  during  the  year 
against  195  the  previous  year. 


The  problem  of  indiscriminate  dumping  of  unwanted  items  in  the  countryside, 
particularly  in  the  parishes  adjoining  urbanised  areas,  continues,  which  is 
not  peculiar  to  this  District, 

The  problem  arises  for  two  main  reasons,  on  the  one  hand  selfishness  and 
ignorance  on  the  part  of  those  responsible  for  the  dumping,  and  secondly, the  totally 
inadequate  facilities  provided  by  some  Authorities  and  the  lack  of  advertisement  of 
those  facilities  which  are  provided.

During  the  year  a  new  Crawler  Excavator  was  purchased  which  was  a  totally  new 
concept  in  design  and  has  been  fomid  to  have  the  capacity  desired  and  affords  the  time  jjj 
for  the  operator  to  control  the  tip  to  a  high  standard.  In  addition,  the  work 
capacity  of  the  machine  has  made  it  possible  to  excavate  far  greater  amounts  of  spoil 
prior  to  tipping  enliancing  the  life  of  the  tip  which,  in  itself,  is  considerably 
woithwhile. 

The  compound  provided  under  the  Civic  /unenities  Act  which,  when  originally 
constructed  was  considered  more  than  adequate  in  size,  shewed  signs  during  the  year 
of  being  totally  inadequate  due  to  the  increased  use,  particularly  at  weekends. 

The  amounts  deposited  at  Banli  Holiday  weekends  was  to  an  extent  to  necessitate  the  tip 
attendant  to  clear  the  area  on  two  occasions  in  order  to  prevent  the  approach  road 
from  becoming  blocked. 


During  the  year  several  Parish  Councils  followed  the  example  of  North  Baddesley 
Parish  Council  in  requesting  the  installation  of  Paper  Sack  Holders  in  lay-bys  which, 
although  paid  for  by  the  Parish  Councils,  were  purchased  and  erected  by  the 
department  on  their  behalf.  There  are  now  some  25  units  in  use,  mainly  in  the 
Southern  Parishes,  and  these  are  collected  during  the  course  of  normal  collections. 

Abandoned  vehicles  again  caused  some  problems  in  tracing  of  o^.^mership,  which 
rarely  proves  satisfactory,  and  it  is  debatable  whether  the  costs  involved  are 
justified  considering  that  few  monies  are  ever  recovered.  The  bulk  of  vehicles 
abandoned  continue  to  occur  on  the  Council’s  housing  estates,  although  of  the  total 
of  37  investigated  only  1 5  had  to  be  removed  by  the  Department,

Industrial  Waste  Disposal  (Contd*) 


The  requirement  that  access  to  the  site  should  be  tlirough  the  Council's  ovn  land, 
affords  the  Council  adequate  opportunity  to  oversee  the  operations  and  control  of 
deposited  vaste  which  should  cause  the  site  to  be  one  of  the  most  closely  monitored 
private  waste  disposal  sites  in  the  Country, 

The  Coiincil  whilst  appreciating  the  desperate  need  for  adequate  Industrial  ¥aste 
disposal  facilities,  have  ensured  that  control  will  be  equally  adequate. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  in  the  near  future  provision  will  be  made  in  national 
legislation  for  the  control  of  all  waste  disposal  undertaken  by  the  Waste  Disposal 
Industry  by  Local  Authorities  in  the  running  of  the  sites  and  the  payment  by  the 
industry  for  such  inspections,  I  am  sure  under  such  a  system.  Local  Authorities 
would  be  more  willing  to  consider  consent  and  the  Industry  able  to  cope  with  the 
increasing  demand  with  more  certainty  in  spheres  that  Local  Authorities  are  not 
equipped  to  undertake. 


Staff  ; 


There  has  continued  to  be  a  slight  movement  of  labour  as  in  previous  years, 
although  this  has  tended  to  be  among  the  younger  age  groups.  There  was  not  any 
difficulty  in  recruitment  for  either  replacement  or  in  increasing  the  establishment, 
which  was  necessitated  by  the  completion  of  the  back  door  collection  system  during 
the  year.

Regular  inspections  of  all  classes  of  food  premises  were  maintained,  and 
contraventions  discovered  were  generally  remedied  on  an  informal  basis  in  a 
gratifyingly  short  time. 

In  some  cases,  however,  the  threat  of  legal  proceedings  was  necessary  to 
achieve  the  desired  results,  although  no  Court  proceedings  were,  in  the  event, 
taken  during  the  year.

Licensed  premises  generally  are  to  a  good  standard.  All  are  provided  with 
proper  toilet  accommodation  although  twelve  have  only  external  facilities  which 
consequently  suffer  from  vandalism.  The  general  belief  held  by  various  Breweries 
that  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  do  not  apply  to  cellars  and  bottle  stores  is 
being  overcome,  although  the  threat  of  legal  proceedings  was  necessary  in  respect 
of  five  houses  owned  by  one  Brewery  to  achieve  a  satisfactory  standard. 

Catering  at  Public  Houses  now  presents  something  of  a  problem.  The  practice 
can  and  does  "mushroom"  overnight,  with  the  result  that  existing  domestic  kitchen 
facilities  are  completely  overwhelmed,  with  unsatisfactory  consequences.  The 
Brewers,  afraid  such  developments  are  not  permanent,  are  reluctant  to  spend  money 
on  providing  adequate  separate  kitchens  for  this  purpose  and  this  too  necessitated 
the  threat  of  proceedings  during  the  year.

Food  Hy/7iene  (Contd#) 


A  large  food  warehouse  and  distribution  centre  was  subject  to  a  sudden  and 
large  scale  reduction  in  standards  of  cleanliness  coupled  with  a  massive  invasion 
of  mice  during  the  year.  The  owners  immediately  took  steps  to  alleviate  the 
situation  and  the  employment  of  a  specialist  rodent  control  contractor,  coupled  with 
a  regular  and  thorough  system  cf  cleaning  has  proved  successful.  In  order  to  prevent 
the  build-up  of  large  quantities  of  unsound  food  awaiting  return  to  manufacturers  for 
credit,  weekly  visits  for  the  purpose  of  acceptance  of  surrender  and  removal  of  such 
food  were  comn;ienced

All  this  food  was  voluntarily  surrendered  and  was  disposed  of  at  the  Council 
tip,  being  buried  immediately  upon  arrival  there. 

It  is  a  sobering  thought  that  of  the  21,594  lbs,  of  food  accepted  from  the 
warehouse,  probably  90^  had  become  unsuitable  for  sale  because  it  has  been  kept 
too  long  through  retailers  over-stocking.  This,  therefore,  represents  a  total  waste, 
and  leads  to  the  inevitable  question  as  to  ho\/  much  such  wastage  increases  the  cost 
of  food  to  the  housewife.

Food  Control  : 

A  number  of  food  complaints  were  received  by  the  Department  during  the  year, 
most  of  which  were  of  a  relatively  minor  nature  and  did  not  warrant  legal  action. 

In  the  majority  of  cases,  the  complaints  were  dealt  with  without  the  necessity  of 
reporting  the  facts  to  the  Public  Health  Committee, 

LIQUID  EGG  (PASTEURISATION)  REGULATIONS  1963 

A  large  scale  egg  producer  was  reported  to  be  supplying  liquid  egg,  which  was 
not  being  pasteurised  as  required  by  the  Regulations,  to  a  baker  in  an  adjoining 
Authority’s  area.  Investigation  revealed  that  cracked  or  soft-shelled  eggs 
unsuitable  for  sale  to  egg-x)ackers  were  being  shelled  into  plastic  containers  and 
subsequently  collected  by  the  baker  concerned.  It  appeared  that  there  was  genuine 
ignorance  of  the  existence  of  the  Regulations,  and  the  practise  ceased  immediately 
they  were  dra-tm  to  the  owner’s  G,ttenticn,  The  baker  now  collects  the  complete  eggs 
and  shells  them  himself  on  his  own  premises. 

The  sale  of  cracked  and  soft-shelled  eggs  from  egg-producers  in  the  District  to 
the  general  public  continues.  There  is  some  risk  of  food  poisoning  from  infected 
eggs  if  they  are  only  lightly  cooked  as  in  fried  or  scrambled  eggs,  and  their  use 
for  baking  only  is  recommended,  -  '

Inspection  arrangements  remain  unaltered,  and  no  difficulties  arose  from  the 
system  whereby  suspect  birds  are  set  aside  by  the  operatives  concerned*  Birds  are 


normally  killed  on  one  day  each  week  at  the  chicken-processing  plant,  and  two  days 
at  the  turkey  plant,  Weekly  visits  to  each  are  adequate  for  inspection  purposes. 
Each  plant  closed  down  for  several  weeks  during  the  year, 

PROCESSING 


During  the  year  a  game  packing  and  processing  plant  commenced  operations  in  the 
District  which  in  relation  to  its  size  and  throughput,  is  an  uncommon  form  of  food 
industry.  The  venture  started  with  every  good  intention,  but  in  October,  when  the 
game  season  was  at  its  peak,  the  premises  were  found  to  be  completely  inadequate  in 
relation  to  throughput,  and  conditions  deteriorated  to  such  an  extent  that  authority 
to  institute  proceedings  was  sought.  However,  the  oiraers  under  this  threat  put 
matters  to  rights  and  the  operation  continued  more  satisfactorily,  although  not 
completely  so. 

Basically  there  are  tliree  separate  operations  carried  on 
1 ,  Venison  : 

Deer  carcases  are  delivered  in  skin,  and,  in  most  cases  eviscerated.  They  are 
skinned,  cleaned,  jointed  and  frozen,  and  the  majority  of  this  meat  is  then  exported 
to  Germany,  A  significant  quantity  was  sold  in  this  country  either  direct  from  the 
premises  or  to  other  parts  of  this  country. 

Because  of  the  high  standard  of  quality  laid  down  by  the  game  market,  the  meat 
generally  was  sent  out  in  a  satisfactory  condition.  Excessively  decomposed  and 

bruised  meat  was  found  to  be  discarded  without  any  prompting  from  the  Department, 

\ 

Species  processed  in  this  way  were  Red,  Pere  David,  Fallow  and  Roe  Deer, 
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Game  Processing?  (Contd.) 
2,  Oven-ready  Game  : 


Game  birds,  hares,  and  rabbits  arrive  as  shot.  They  are  sorted  (discarding  any 
which  are  obviously  unfit),  skinned  or  plucked,  eviscerated,  packed  and  frozen. 

Again,  the  market  demands  a  high  quality,  and  the  standard  of  fitness  which  was  set 
is  satisfactory.  Species  processed,  included  Pigeons,  Pheasant,  Partridge  (French 
and  English),  Grouse,  Quail,  Duck  (Mallard,  Teal,  Pochard,  Tufted  Duck,  liTidgeon), 
Woodcock,  Snipe,  and  Guinea  Fowl,  In  all,  approximately  170,000  game  animals  were 
processed  up  to  31st  December, 

3,  In-Feather  and  In-Fur  : 

Game  animals  as  in  2  are  graded,  (any  obviously  unfit  being  disca-rded)  packed, 
chilled  and  despatched.  The  market  for  these,  and  oven-ready  game,  is  on  the 
continent,  the  great  majority  of  throughput  going  to  the  Common  I’larket  countries, 
however,  a  relatively  small  quantity  found  its  way  onto  the  home  market.  The  total 
throughput  of  in-feather  and  in-fur  game  greatly  exceeded  that  of  the  oven  ready 
production, 

V/hen  operations  commenced  the  lack  of  information  and  previous  experience  of 
this  industry  from  official  sources  meant  that  the  department  had  to  set  its  own 
standards.  The  Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations  1970  were,  therefore,  p-pplied  to  the 
promises  on  a  very  strict  basis,  and  the  standards  of  fitness,  as  stated  before, 
were  set  by  the  market  from  the  outset,  and  were  acceptable.  Certain  inherent 
faults  are  to  be  rectified  during  1973  and  before  the  next  game  season,  involving 
structural  alterations  which  could  not  reasonably  have  been  carried  out  whilst  the 
premises  were  operational  without  severe  detriment  to  hygienic  standards. 

The  liinistry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  appointed  a  veterinary  surgeon 
to  certify  that  game  and  venison  being  sent  abroad  satisfied  certain  conditions  as 
required  by  the  importing  Countries,  In  particular,  the  Veterinary  Officer  was 
certifying  that  game  for  export  was  being  processed  in  premises  which  complied  with 
"current  sanitary  law"  at  the  same  time  that  this  Department  was  threatening  legal 
proceedings  for  non-compliance  with  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations,  It  was  clear  that 
a  mutual  lack  of  Imowledge  of  each  other ^s  duties  had  lead  to  this  confusing  state 
of  affairs,  and  a  meeting  arranged  through  the  liinistry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and 
Food  at  Winchester  between  the  parties  concerned  resolved  the  matter  satisfactorily. 
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UNFIT  HOUSING 


Progress  in  this  field  is  continuing  at  a  steady  rate,  aided  to  some  extent  by 
the  ’’property  boom”  which  has  resulted  in  a  number  of  unfit  houses  being  put  on  the 
market  for  renovation,  or  in  a  few  cases  for  demolition  and  replacement. 

Of  the  original  figure  of  816  houses  found  on  preliminary  survey  of  the  District 
in  1969  to  be  prima  facie  unfit,  184  of  these  have  been  subject  to  action  under  the 
provisions  of  Part  II  of  the  Housing  Act  1957,  Of  those  184,  89  have  been  since 
rendered  fit  to  date, 

A  recent  housing  survey  carried  out  by  the  Dex)C'rtment  found  the  present  position 
as  follows

The  original  figure  of  816  houses  represented  10^  of  the  total  housing  stock  of 
the  District  as  being  prima  facie  unfit.  The  present  figure  of  283  unfit  houses 
represents  less  than  Arfo  of  the  total  housing  stock. 

The  considerable  improvement  in  the  housing  stock  of  the  District  over  the  last 
three  years  has  without  doubt  resulted  from  the  efforts  of  the  Department  in  carrying 
out  the  Council’s  housing  policy.  In  addition  to  the  formal  action  taken,  much  has 
been  achieved  by  informal  action  taken  in  response  to  land  charge  search  enquiries, 
general  housing;  inspections  etc. 

Criticisms  have  been  made  from  time  to  time  of  the  severity  of  the  Council’s 
housing  policy,  but  the  improvement  in  housing  standards  generally  throughout  the 
District  has  produced  worthwhile  results. 

The  methods  of  valuation  adopted  in  1971  by  the  Department  continue  to  be  used 
and  comprise 

(a)  Rateable  Value  multiplied  by  a  factor  of  40, 

(b)  Calculation  of  value  of  property  as  tenanted  making 

allowance  for  increase  in  rent  justified  by  necessary 
improvements  to  render  property  fit  for  habitation. 

The  e-ctual  value  of  a  property  is  taken  as  the  average  of  the  two  figures  using 
above  methods  of  calculating  its  value.  In  the  case  of  vacant  properties, 
valuation  (a)  only  is  used. 
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Unfit  Housing  (Contd,) 


For  the  purposes  of  Part  II  of  the  Housing  Act  1957,  this  system  of  valuation 
is  thought  to  be  fair,  although  vith  escalating  property  values,  unfit  properties 
sold  with  vacant  possession  often  make  considerably  higher  figures,  particularly 
so  in  the  case  of  character  cottages* 

Advice  as  to  eligibility  for  improvement  grants  is  given  to  owners  of  properties 
subject  to  action  under  the  Housing  Act  1957  and  with  soaring  building  costs,  the 
emphasis  is  towards  improvement  of  existing  dwellings  in  all  feasible  cases*

Housing  Act  1969  : 
Improvement  Grants  : 


The  administration  of  Inprovenent  Grants  by  the  Department  is  vorkin^  veil 
and  especially  so  in  the  case  of  properties  which  have  been  subjected  to  action  under 
Part  II  of  the  Housing  Act  1957* 

Properties  so  dealt  ifith  are  followed  through  viz:-  first  inspection  -  report 
of  unfitness  -  representation  to  the  Council  -  making  of  Order  or  acceptance  of 
Undertaking  -  approval  of  grant  application  -  inspection  of  work  in  progress  and 
final  inspection  on  completion  of  work  -  report  of  property  having  been  made  fit; 
with  the  exception  of  administration  of  the  Building  Regulations  1972,  all  practical 
aspects  having  been  dealt  with  by  the  Public  Health  Department,  thereby  simplifying 
the  whole  procedure  of  making  an  unfit  property  habitable,  with  Grant  Aid*  This  is 
an  aspect  of  the  Council's  administrative  framework,  the  efficiency  of  which  is 
without  doubt  appreciated  by  the  public. 

Legal  and  financial  aspects  of  Improvement  Grant  administration  are  dealt  with 
by  the  Clerk's  and  Treasurer's  Departments  respectively. 

Speculation  and  abuse  of  Improvement  Grants  has  been  o.  problem  in  some  local 
authority  areas,  particularly  in  London,  However,  it  is  pleasing  to  report  that  the 
problem  has  not  arisen  in  this  District, 

Improvement  Gre^nts  Exhibition  : 

During  the  year  an  exhibition  to  publicise  improvement  grants  was  held  at 
Stockbridge  with  assistance  from  the  Department  of  the  Environment,  who  loaned  their 
manned  publicity  caravan  for  the  occasion  together  with  literature,  photographs  and 
other  materials. 

The  exhibition  marked  the  1,000th  Improvement  Grant  issued  by  the  Romsey  and 
Stockbridge  R.D.C.  It  was  staged  in  two  terraced  houses  -  one  before  improvement 
and  one  after  improvement,  to  illustrate  some  of  the  ways  in  which  an  older  house 
cctn  be  brought  up  to  modern  standards  with  the  assistance  of  an  Inprovenent  Grant, 

The  exhibition  was  open  to  the  public  for  three  days  and  aroused  considerable 
interest.  The  co-operation  given  by  a  local  firm  of  Estate  Agents  involved  with 
the  improvement  of  these  properties  is  much  appreciated  by  the  Department, 

During  the  year  approval  was  given  for  the.  payment  of  1 0  interim  payments  vdiere 
the  Grant  approved  exceeded  £800,  and  paid  upon,  completion  of  at  least  50$^  of  the 
Grant  earning  work  in  a  satisfactory  manner. 
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Housing  Act  1969  (Contd.) 

The  o,pproved  cost  of  Discretionary  Grants  are  calculated  on  estimates  received 
upon  application,  only  one  estimate  being  insisted  upon.  Evaluation  of  submitted 
estimates  with  the  pricing  of  the  application  within  the  Department  ensures  a 
reasonable  basis  of  comparison,  and  Grant  payment  is  based  on  the  lowest  of  the  two 
figures.  An  amount  of  up  to  l^fo  is  permitted  for  professional  fees. 

It  is  the  Council’s  policy  to  place  a  twelve  months  time  limit  for  completion 
on  the  approval  certificate,  although  this  is  often  extended  in  genuine  cases, 

liisunderstandings  as  to  eligibility  for  grant  aid  continue  to  arise  from  time 
to  time,  the  most  common  being  that  grants  may  be  obtained  purely  for  carrying  out 
repair  work  or  for  providing  extra  bedrooms  or  living  rooms,  necessitated  by  family 
requirements , 

Every  encouragement  is  given  by  the  Department  for  advantage  to  be  taken  of 
grants  in  eligible  cases.  Not  only  is  this  beneficial  to  those  members  of  the  public 
receiving  grants,  but  the  work  carried  out  is  often  to  a  higher  standard  than  that 
which  has  been  carried  out  without  grant  aid.  Often  in  the  latter  cases,  essential 
improvements  such  as  the  provision  of  a  damp  proof  course  to  existing  walls  or 
thickening  to  walls  to  provide  satisfactory  weatherproofing  and  insulation  are  left 
out.  In  such  cases,  grants  have  been  applied  for  at  a  later  date  for  carrying  out 
this  work. 

The  following  table  provides  basic  information  as  to  the  Grants  which  have  been 
dealt  with,  including  a  comparison  with  the  preceding  year  where  appropriate.

Applications  for  Qualification  Certificates  are  received  where  a  landlord  wishes 
to  raise  the  rent  of  a  property  subject  to  a  controlled  tenancy.  The  applications 
may  be  split  into  two  groups  as  follows 

(1)  Uliere  the  property  has  been  the  subject  of  improvement,  and  is  in  good 
repair  and  has  all  the  standard  amenities  provided  for  the  exclusive 

use  of  the  occupants,  i,e,  bath  or  shower  in  a  bathroom,  wash  hand  basin, 
internal  ¥,C,,  sink,  hot  and  cold  water  supply, 

(2)  Uhere  a  joint  apxDlication  is  being  made  for  both  a  Qualification 
Certificate  and  an  Improvement  Grant,  and  that  after  completion  of  works, 
the  property  will  satisfy  the  standards  indicated  in  (1)  above. 

In  the  case  of  a  property  which  already  satisfies  the  standards  laid  do\m.,  a 
Qualification  Certificate  is  issued, 

'lihere  the  standards  are  not  satisfied,  and  that  substa,ntial  v/orks  are  necessary 
to  bring  a  property  up  to  standard,  a  Qualification  Certificate  is  refused, 

IThere  the  stande-rds,  although  not  being  satisfied,  and  that  works  of  a  relatively 
minor  nature  are  required  to  bring  a  property  up  to  standard,  the  issue  of  a- 
Qualification  Certificate  is  withheld  until  all  necessary  works  have  been  carried  out. 

In  the  case  of  joint  applications,  as  in  (2)  if  the  proposed  scheme  of  works 
will  bring  a  property  up  to  the  required  sta,nG.ards,  then  a  provisional  certificate 
of  approval  is  issued,  A  Qualification  Certificate  may  then  be  issued  on  satisfactory 
comioletion  of  works. 

Once  having  obtained  a  Qualification  Certificate  from  the  local  authority,  a 
landlord  may  then  apx)roach  the  rent  officer  who  has  the  power  to  fix  a  fair  rent 
£,nd  change  the  tenancy. from  controlled  to  regulated. 

The  tenant  of  any  property  subject  to  an  application  for  a  Qualif ica,tion 
Certificate  is  given  ample  opportunity  to  appeal  against  its  issue,  and  there  is 
provision  for  raising  of  rent  to  be  carried  out  by  annual  increments  where  there  is  a 
substantial  increase  involved.

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Nuisances  (Contd,) 


Comx>laints  of  nuisance  arise  from  tine  to  time  as  a  result  of  the  spreading 
of  slurry  manure  produced  by  intensive  agricultural  systems. 

All  complaints  received  have  been  dealt  vith  on  the  basis  of  informal  approach 
to  the  farmer  concerned  in  an  attempt  to  achieve  as  little  nuisance  as  possible  to 
be  caused  to  rural  householders. 

In  cases  vhere  the  slurry  is  spread  on  land  purely  to  dispose  of  it  and  vith 
only  minor  consideration  for  its  fertilisation  value,  requests  are  made  that  the 
slurry  is  taken  as  fe-r  as  possible  from  any  housing  development.  ¥here,  however, 
the  slurry  is  spread  to  fertilise  the  soil  on  a  regular  basis,  this  can  only  be 
accepted  as  normal  agricultural  practice. 

Difficulties  arise  in  determining  for  which  purpose  the  slurry  is  spread,  and 
it  is  for  this  reason  that  informal  approaches  are  made  which  cannot  be  followed 
with  statutory  action,  aggrieved  comx)lainants  being  advised  to  seek  an  injunction 
through  a  solicitor. 

Farmers  are  aware  of  problems  of  this  nature  which  arise  as  a  result  of  factory 
farming  methods  and  in  general  are  very  co-operative  in  the  elimination  of  cause  for 
complaint.  In  some  cases,  slurry  removal  systems  are  being  dispensed  with  in  fa,vour 
of  conventional  removal  of  dry  manure, 

Noisa 

11  complaints  of  noise  nuisance  were  investigated  during  the  year.  Sources  of 
noise  complaint  involved  -  barking  and  howling  dogs,  gravel  screening,  tarmacadam 
works,  rewing  of  motor  vehicle  engines  and  constructional  engineering. 

Noise  complaints  which  result  from  noisy  animals  do  not  normally  fall  within 
the  scope  of  the  Noise  Abatement  Act  I960,  and  complainants  are  advised  to  seek 
private  action  through  their  o\m  solicitors.  Informal  approaches  are,  hov/ever, 
made  to  the  oimers  of  allegedly  noisy  animals,  and  often  complaints  are  eliminated, 
having  been  caused  by  sporadic  noise  from  an  animal  being  left  shut  in  a  house  or 
chfi-inod  up  whilst  its  ovmer  is  at  work, 

Th;o  cases  of  noise  complaint,  although  neither  confirmed  as  noise  nuisance 
were  caused  by  use  of  premises  in  contravention  of  the  To'^.m  and  Country  ?la,nning 
Act  and  were  eliminated  by  enforcement  action  taken  by  the  Planning  Committee, 

This  action  not  only  removed  the  source  of  noise  complaints,  but  also  eliminated 
other  complaints  which  were  made  as  a  result  of  the  haphazard  manner  in  v;hich  the 
premises  concerned  was  used.

At  the  commencement  of  the  year  8  applications  were  received  for  the  licencing 
of  Animal  Boarding  Establisliments  under  the  provisions  of  the  above  Act,  and  a  further 
licence  was  issued  during  the  year.  Following  tightening  of  controls  on  previous 
years  and  continued  oversight,  all  applicants  x^-ere  issued  xvith  licences  without  the 
necessity  for  additional  v/orks  or  improvements  to  the  establishments. 

Of  the  9  licensed  establishments  there  x^s  accoi.niodation  for  264  dogs  and  88 
cats,  and  some  26  visits  x^ere  made,  particularly,  during  the- summer  period  x/hen 
boarding  reaches  a  peak,  to  ensure  the  conditions  were  complied  x-rith  throughout. 

Although  two  complaints  xrere  received  during  the  year  neither  x^-ere  the  result 
of  any  enforcement  of  licence  conditions,  and  I  am  satisfied  that  the  premises  are 
of  the  highest  standard  and  that  the  general  public  can  leave  their  animals  in  them 
X7ith  confidence.

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PREVENTION  OF  DAI-iAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT,  1949 
AND  THE  PREVENTION  OF  DAI-IAGE  BY  PESTS  ( THRESHING  & 

DISNiANTLING  OF  RICICS)  REGULATIONS  1930 

To  carry  out  the  duties  imposed  upon  Local  Authorities  by  Section  2  of  the 
Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949  to  secure,  so  far  as  practicable,  that  the 
District  is  kept  free  from  rats  and/or  mice,  a  staff  of  1  is  permanently  employed. 

Service  and  disinfestation  to  private  property  is  indirectly  free,  the  cost 
being  borne  by  the  General  Rate  Fund,  A  charge  of  £1  per  hour  applies  to  all 
business  and  agriculture  premises  requiring  service,  which  adequately  covers  the 
cost  of  treatment,  yet  is  competitive  enough  to  encourage  the  use  of  the  service, 
which  from  a  control  point  of  view  is  to  be  preferred. 

All  classes  of  property  have  been  inspected  including  the  Council's  Refuse  Tip 
and  Sewage  Disposal  ¥orks.  Particular  attention  is  also  being  made  to  banits,  ditches 
and  hedgerows  where  this  source  of  infestation  can  cause  adjacent  property  to  become 
infested. 

Complaints  either  by  letter,  telephone  or  verbal,  are  received  and  dealt  with 
as  soon  as  possible, 

* Warfarin’  has  again  been  used  exclusively  during  the  year  and  has  given 
excellent  results,  no  resistance  to  the  rodenticide  being  experienced  in  the  Council's 
area,  with  the  exception  of  mice. 

The  continued  use  of  the  narcotic  Alphachlorose,  despite  certain  limitations 
due  to  effective  operating  temperatures,  is  still  giving  satisfactory  results. 

It  was  necessary  to  serve  notices  under  the  provisions  of  Section  4  of  the  above 
Act  to  ensure  adequate  clearance  of  land  causing  the  harbourage  of  rats  or  mice.
